The California Veterinary Medical 
Association, and local veterinarians 
throughout the state. have again 
issued a Warning about this annual 
practice that so often ends ina 
trauma for all concerned. 

Those animals not crushed to 
death with love or overfed with 
kindness often wind up in animal 
shelters with no one to adopt them 
and they must be destroved. 

Dr) Richard B. Fink of Whittrer, 
president of the state-wide vetert 
nary medical association, notes: 

“Most of these Easter pets are 
outdoor animals and they cannot be 


housebroken. Many are disease 
carriers, for both humans and 
repular household pets. A chocolate 
rabbit or a candy chicken would sull 
keep the fun of Easter without the 
cruelts or psychological trauma trom 
a-neediess death of these farmty pe 
animals”. 

The National Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, and other Public 
Health authorities, have alse 
warned that beth children and adults 
whocome in close contact with these 
outdoor animals may be exposed te 
salmonellosis. a gastro 
intestinal Infection 

While this is rarely fatal it can 
cause hospitalization, as well as 
other medical treatment. 

Even regular household pets. 
Such as cats and dogs. can contact 
diseases from these living “Easter 
toys’. causing additional concern 
and expense of treatment

Curling pled no contest at the 
trial. 

The court case resulted from a 
wild chase by Placentia police in 
pursuit of Curling, driving a 1976 
yellow Cadillac on October 4, 197. 
Curling, headed for home north on 
Rose Drive was estimated by police 
to be driving approximately 90 miles 
an hour, 

When Curling was finally stopped 
by police it was alleged that he 
refused to alight) 9 from his 
automobile, would not take a field 
sobriety test and would not turn off 
his car's engine. 

The driver then allegedly drove on 
in his car, brushing off the police 
officers. With more police arriving 
at the scene, they pursued him on 
foot and in vehicle to his home 
hearby. 

Refused entrance, the police 
nevertheless pursued efforts, ad- 
cording to reports, to locate their 
escapee. Curling reportedly had 
removed his clothing and was taking 
a shower. 

Eventually nine Placentia Police 
officers, including one woman, had 
advanced to the home to apprehend 
the wanted man. Officers were 
finally able to extricate him from the 
shower after a considerable 
struggle, and transport him to the 
Orange County jail. 

Curling, his wife and daughter 
had brought claims of $11.5 million 
over the episode, charging that 
Curling has been embarrassed over 
police faking him forcibly from the 
shower and_ transporting him

If you think the inconvenience the 
periodic spurts of undergrounding 
uulities on Main Street has been 
upsetting wait until the massive 
project of completely rejuvenating 
the street gets underway. 

“It's going to be a mess.” Cits 
Engineer Roy Stephenson stated 
bluntly. But. twill notlastas long as 
many projects of this tvpe have in 
this and other cities. 

The relatively speedy work 1s due 
tu a very tight schedule which must 
be adhered to to meet the 90 das 
requirement from date of notifica- 
tion bs the federal government 
Thus, the project will get underway 
on April 1 and be concluded about 
July | 

The project 1s being partialls 
funded by the federal government 
under its Public Works Program 
The cits 15 getting $126,000 from the 
governmentof which $17,000 will go 
for engineering fees. To bring the 
work portion of the project up to the 
allowable amount the erty will spend 
almost $17,500 out of gas tax funds 

The bid award was made bs City 
Council! Mondas might to Certified 
General Engineering Contractors. 
Inc.. of Orange The grant figure 
was achieved bs deleting some 
$34.406 worth of items from the

merchants. 

One major aspect of the project 
which will get priority will be the 
tearing up and repaving of the 
street. Stephenson said this will be 
taken care of first and 1s expected to 
be completed in 30 to 45 days from 
the outset, 

During the project the parking lots 
on either side of City Hall will be 
available to the public. Municipal 
emplovees will use fringe area 
parking lots, such as the one at the 
library. Also being explored is a 
possible entrance on to Main Street 
from School Street. 

The City Engineer said that the 
public is welcome to view the plans 
and the specifications at the City 
Hall, at the Library and in the office 
of the STAR. 

A look at the plans reveals that 
Main Street will have a totally 
different appearance. Red inlaid 
brick will be the main theme for the 
sidewalks. This will be interspersed 
with brushed concrete, brushed in 
such a fashion as to create different 
patterns. The brick, too, will be laid 
in various configurations — for 
contrasting effect. 

Brick will be utilized for the five 
cross walks. some of which will go 
directly across the street and others 
set at angles. 

The sidewalks will be constructed 
to provide a curvelinear effect. Some 
portions will jut out into the street 
while other parts will be recessed. 
These areas will be landscaped with 
grass, shrubs and trees. 

Heavy ground cover will be 
supplemented with groupings, at 
various points along the street, of 
evergreen pear, California sycamore 
and Valencia orange trees. 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
innovation will be the Main Street 
“entryway'’ at Imperial. On the 
northwest corner there will be a 
circular brick and masonry sign 
rising to a height of four feet. It will 
have *’Main Street”’ lettered on it in 
two places so that it can be seen 
from the east and west approaches. 

With all utility lines  under- 
grounded the overhead will be 
uncluttered. Replacing the strictly 
functional poles now in place, will be 
old fashioned street lights with milk 
white glass globes. There will be a 
total of nine of these staggered down 
each side of the street. 

Adding to this effect will be 
several accent lights known as 
‘*bollards’’. They will be three and 
one-half feet high and be located 
strategically among the landscap- 
ing, mainly at crosswalk locations. 

Benches will be placed along the 
sidewalks as well as _ portable 
planters and attractive trash 
receptacles. All landscaping will be 
watered by fully automated 
sprinklers. Each tree well will have a 
rip system.

vote would be split two to two, a 
spokesman tor Shappel Industries 
requested a continuance on a 
hearing amending development 
plan standards of a zone change in 
connection with the firms develop- 
ment plans for East Lake Village. 
Council members had a difficult 
time separating this request from 
allied business regarding tentative 
tract maps for the same area. Fried 
and Chaput were highly critical of 
development plans, especially the 
45 foot width of lots and parking 
requirements.

New B of A Branch 


Bank of America will open a new branch in Yorba 
Linda this summer, it was announced by H. H. 
Jackson, senior vice president and head of the bank's 
Orange County-Los Angeles Coast Region. 

Jackson said the bank has acquired a 54,450 
square-foot site on the south side of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard just east of Fairmont Blvd., and will begin 
operations there in June from one of its modular 
‘‘Bankmobile’’ facilities. 

Plans for a permanent building at the site are 
currently being developed, he said, with construction 
scheduled to begin in October this year. 

The ‘‘Bankmobile’’ is a 600 square-foot modular 
office with a contemporary-styled exterior that 
provides a three-station teller line and all norma! 
bank services except safe deposit facilities. 

Currently being used at about 10 locations 

throughout Southern California, the units can be 
assembled and installed on the site within a matter of 
just a few weeks, Jackson said. 
_ The proposed permanent building. according to 
initial plans, will be a one-story 7.700 square-foot 
structure costing $408,500 with a 10-station teller 
line, a six-desk officers’ platform area, large safe 
deposit facilities, exterior walk-up and drive-up teller 
units and a 62-space parking lot.
